HEADING FOR EDMONTON 


Itj, Will Run from a Point Near 
Cardston Along the Foothills 
Touching Calgary to 
This City. 


TO REACH EDMONTON BEFORE 
THREE YEARS SAYS PROMOTOR 


V. E. Culbert, of Ottawa, Secures 
Amendments to Old Charter 
Which His Company Has 
Recently Purchased. 


Edmonton wil Ishortly be connect- 
ed with the south of the province by 
a new railway running along the foot- 
hills west of the Calgary and Edmon- 
ton line, if the emphatic statements 
of V. EB, Culbert, of Ottawa, before 
the railway committee of the legisla- 
ture this morning are correct. The 
capitalists which Mr. Culbert, who is 
a railway lawyer of the Canadian 
cepital, represents, are headed by W. 
C Teter, of New York, who is arrang- 
ing for the finances of the new road. 

The company have taken over the 
charter of the Pincher Creek, Card- 
ston and Montana Railway company, 
and the new line will be known by the 
name of the Alberta, Pacific Railway 
Co. The line which the company is| 
authorized to build under the old 
charter runs east and west along the 
south of the province from North 
Kectenay pass, on the boundary of 
British Columbia, to the boundary ot 
Mentana on the east at a point some 
twenty or thirty miles east of Card- 
stcn. This line is 101 miles long. 

The New Line to Edmonton. 

The amendment to the charter 
which the railway committee passed 
this morning gives the company the 
pewer to build from a point on the 
line already completed in surveys as 
referred to above, north to Calgary 
and then west of Snake Lake, Gull 
Lake and Pigeon Lake to Edmonton. 

The railway in its north and south 
line will skirt along the border of the 


fcot hills, from 39 to 40 miles west 
of the Cc. & E. and will open up a} 


magnificent country in mining and 
agricultural resources that as yet is 
little developed. This line is 310 miles 
Icng. 

Abandon North Lines. 

The company also in their dreft of 
amendments asked for power to con- 
strvet lines northwesterly and north- 
easterly from Edmonton, but the re- 
presentitive of the company said this 
ec.ld not now be financed so this por- 
tice was struck out of the bill. 

There was a keen fight this morn- 
ing before the railway committee over 
extending the tine for buflding the 
first thirty miles, which, by the old 
charter, expires. !n Novy,, 1911. The 
pecple of Pincher Creek are indig- 
ropt that the oli company which has 
secured valuable concessions in the 
pest has not lived up to its pjromises 
ane the chairman, Dr, Warnock, and 
Malcolm McKenzie, fought strenuous- 
ly against an extension of time t9 
the new company. They were deteat- 
ed, however, by the remainder of 
the committee, who were desirous of 
gving the Alberta Pacific company a 
free hand in their work, 

Big Fight Before Committee. 


Mr. Culbert put up a big fight be- 
fcre the railway committee to get 
what was asked in the amendments 


and he was successful in his endeav- | 
ors. 

He was rendered valuable assist 
ance by J K Cornwall, who has giv- 
en his suppert to everything in the 
Lre of railways to open up the coun- 
try. 

There were many amusing features 
of the session. This committee has 
become the most interesting of late 
in connection with the House.

rofeasor Robertson Addresses Calgary 
Canadian Club. 


Calgary, Nov. 22.—Placing domes- 
tie science, manual training and na- 
ture study before the three “R's,” 


reading, writing and arithmetic, Pro- 
fessor James Robertson, chairman of 
the commission on technical educa- 
tion, gave one of the most interesting 
taiks yet given before the Canadian 
Club at their luncheon yesterday af- 
ternoon. 

In the course of his remarks, which 
were made in a very conversational 
style and with no burst of oratory, 
Mr. Robertson sald that it was only a 
few years ago that these courses he | 
recommended were looked upon as 
fads, and the people who recommend: ; 
ed them as faddists, while in reality 
they were necessary fot the upbuild- 
ing of the homes and the empire, and 
jhad been the fundamental principles 
of the nation since the time of Eden 
or from savagery up. 

Prof. Robertson strongly advocated 
‘less of the “culture subjects” and 
more manual training and domestic 
science In all common schools of the 
Dominion He pointed out that from 
7 to 14 in children was the time when 
they were afflicted with that irrepres- 
| sible desire to get hold of things and 
leonstruct them, and if they could not 
construct them, to tear them apart. 
He said that there should be manual 
‘training taught in the schools to every 
boy, so that he would be able in his 
future life to govern his body by his 
{will and that his will could be de- 
veloped by manual training. 

Many people only wanted a good 
‘education {in order that they might get 


/through life easily, he said at one 
stage, and he added that in his 
this was only a prostitution

lother words to express his contempt 
of this view, and said that it would

Bitter Struggle Between Alberta Cen- 
tral and Canadian Northern Con- 
tinues—Amendments Submitted by 
Bennett Are Voted Out. 


The bitter fight between the Alberta 
Central and the Canadian Northern 
railways with reference to their lines 
west from near Red Deer to Rocky 
Mountain House on the Saskatchewan, 


begun before the railway committee 
Wednesday, was continued yesterday 
in committee of the whole. 

The bill to incorporate the Cana- 
dian Northern Western Railway is 
being conducted through the Legis- 


lature by J. K. Cornwall and its chief | 


opponent is R. B. Bennett, who has 
brought all his railway knowledge to 
his aid in the fight. But he was 
badly worsted yesterday. 

The bill has two provisions, one to 
build a line from Edmonton horth 
to Pine Pass through the Peace River 
country, and the other west from the 
C. and E. line near Red Deer to 
Rocky Mountain House. It is to the 
latter branch running to the coal 
fields of the Brazeau and closely par- 
alleling the Alberta Central that the 
objection is being especially made 

The bill differs materially to the 
model bill which the Legislature 
adopted several years ago and this is 
made the point of attack by Mr. Ben- 
nett.

The rev. canon’s address was en- 
livened by many such humorous tl- 
lustrations by which he strove to 
impress the minds of his audience 
with the general neglect of this es- 
sential activity of the church. 

Money Spent in Golf 

The wealth and energy devoted to 
the game of golf in England was also 
used as an effective illustration of this 
neglect. He stated that there were 
three thousand golf clubs in England 
with a membership of 200,000. It 
had been estimated that these mem- 
bers walked 240 millions of miles per 
annum, “Three times as far as from 
this to the sun,” remarked the canon 
amid an outburst af laughter. “Just 
imagine what that means in shoe 
leather alone,” he continued “Com- 
Pare it with the income of a mission- 
ary society. And they lose 600,000 
golf balls every week, each of which 
costs fifty cents, representing a total 
of $250,000 thrown away each week. 
And they make the plea of poverty 
when they are appealed to to support 
foreign missions.!" 

100 Business Men Present. 

While the speaker's address was en- 
livened by many such humorous il- 
lustrations, it held for the most part 
to a high plane and presented to the 
hundred or more business men who 
gathered at the banquet the appeal 
of the non-Christian world to the 
Christian nations with a degree of 
force and eloquence seldom heard by 
an Edmonton audience. 

Canon Tucker's long association 
with this work has placed him in a 
Position to present its claims with 
authority. Having first emphasized 


the responsibility of the Anglo-Saxon | 


peoples, he carried his hearers in im- 
agination over the field, clearly de- 
monstrating that at the present time 
greater opportunities were offered for 
missionary work than had ever been 
offered in the past. 


Was Closed to Missionaries. 


One hundred years ago, he said, 
even the Indian Empire was closed 
to Christian missionaries. -The man 
who entered this or other non-Chris- 
tian countries at that time took his 
life in his hands. It was only twenty- 
five years since edicts were published 
in Japan threatening Christian mis- 
sionaries with death Since that time 
Japan had adopted western civiliza- 
tion and had become one of the pow- 
ers of the world. Japan was the 
great pattern which was being follow- 
ed by the other countries of Asia, 
and Japan was an open field to the 
Christian missionary, 


A Hevolution in Corea, 

During the last six years there had 
been a revolution, almost unrivalled, in 
Corea, and at the present time in that 
country there wire 100,000 baptized 
“hristians and 2¢¢,000 adherents. Man- 
churia, almost entirely through the 
agency of the Presbyterian church, had 
been actuaMy evangelized in one gen- 
eraticn, 

China with its four hundred mil- 
lions of higaty intelligent people, was 
awakening, end was anxious to learn 
from the West. Only twenty-five years 
ago, the unspeakable Turk, who had 
upon his hands the blood of Armenian 
massacres, Macedonian and Bulgarian 


atrocities, had been deposed, and the, 


more enlightened Young Turks had 

seized the reins of government. Every- 

where the field was being opened up, 

presenting a call, unequalled in power, 

to the Christian nations of the world. 
A Call to Laymen. 

This was the call which it was the 
object of the Laymen's Missionary 
Movement to present. It was a call to 
the laymen, not merely to the clergy. 

The work of the chureh though it 
had not its equivalent in money, could 
not be carried on without money. 
“Even the bricks and mortar of a 
church building,” he remarked, amid 
general laughter, “cost just as much as 
the bricks anl mortar of a bank.” 

Need Business Ability. 

They wanted the business men to 
bring their business ability to the 
great work of world evangelization. 
The work of the mission field called for 
the best they had to give in money and 
men, The man who was not fitted for 
work at home was of Mttle use for 
work abroad. 

“If you have a man who is unable 
to manage successfuily an Alberta par- 
ish,” he said, “send him to the canni- 
bal Islands, and if you do not hear of 
him again you may be sure that he has 
done no great harm.” 

He did not believe that the world 
would be evangelized by Englishmen. 
It would be evangelized eventually by 
the work of natives. But these natives 
must first be led and inspired by mis- 
sionaries from the Anglo-Saxon race. 

One Man for 25,000 People. 

It was estimated that one good man 
could train a sufficient number of na- 
tives to reach 26,000 people. There 
were at the present time 13,000 mis- 
sionaries in the field. In order to reach 
the remaining peoples they would need 
an additional 40,000 missionaries and 
$60,000,000 per annum. $60,000,000 
spread out among the Christian 
churches of Europe called only for an 
annual per capita contribution of $5. 
Was that beyond the means of the 
Christian peoples? That was the ques- 
tion which the laymen’s missionary 
movement asked.

DAREDEVIL OLDFIELD 
KNOCKS OUT JOHNSON 


Collapse of World's Champion Pugtilist 
Attributed to Ner rending Con- 
test on New York Race Track W 
Automobile Speed King, Barney 
Oldfield, 


Chicago, Nov, 24—That the nervous 
breakdown of Jack Johnson, the heavy- 
Weight champion, was brought on by 
the nerve-shredding experiences incid- 
ental to his race against Barney Old- 


field, the automobile champion, at 
Sheepshead Bay track, New York, 
three weeks ago, is the statement 
made last night by Lou M. House- 
man, of Chicago, who promoted the 
race. 

Mr. Houseman said: “Two hours 
after the race I visited Johnson at 
his hotel on a matter of business, I 
found him in a state of nervous col- 
lapse, his whole body shaking like an 
aspen leaf blown by a breeze He 
could not talk intelligently of the 


matter I was seeking to close up and 
told me that he was in bad shape. He 
complafned that Oldfield sau crowd- 
ed him several times during the race 
and that he had had three narrow 
escapes from crashing into the fence. 
He complained bitterly of the chances 


he had to take while battling with 
Barney on the turns and seemed to 
think that Oldfield had tried to run 


him into the fence. 

“Jack said he had been warned that 
Oldfield had boasted that he would 
cause him to be impaled with a fence 


rail and that Oldfield made no effort 
to get away from him on the turns, 
but kept cutting in on him. I thought 
Johnson was acting like a hard loser, 
but when [I saw him a week later, he 
could talk of nothing but the des- 
perate chances he had to take. 
‘Oldfield stated to me fbat he did 


not try to foul Jack at any stage of 
the race, but did try to give him a few 
thrills to warn him of the dangers of 
race driving so that the negro would 
not want to race again Johnson's 
manager told me last Monday that 
Jack had not been the same man since 
the Oldfield race and that he had been 
acting strangely.”

Melbourne, Noy. 22.—Cable mes- 
sage has been received from Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier that he has no ob- 
jection to the inclusion of another 
Australian port in Vancouver-Aus- 
tralian mail service.
